2. The following is submitted in satisfaction of portions thereof, based on 
information available to Technical Branch: 


a. Soviet broad (5* ) gage tracks extend approximately nine miles south- 
westward into Hungary from the U. 3 . 3 . H. -Hungary border, through ZA.KGNY to the town 
of CSCKOS. These broad gage tracks parallel the standard (4' - 8i") gage tracks 
of the Hungarian line 2AHGHY-DSBR1CEH, 


b. Transloeding on this broad gage extension can be accomplished at the 
transfer yard containing eight tracks at C30K0S and at the eleven-track transfer 
yard of TDZShE, CSCKOS is approximately seven miles and TD2SER is approximately 
four miles from ZAROIfY, 

c. There are no indications that transloading of oil takes place along 
this broad gage extension to CZCKOS. 

d. The standard gage-broad gage connection at 2ABC&Y is the only existing 
rail connection between HUNGARY and the U.S.S.R.
